O  LORD,  mod  good  and  powerful,  We  thy  finful  people,  here  affcmbled  before 
Thee,  do  acknowledge  it  thine  unfpeakable  mercy,  that  for  our  manifold  and 
heinous  provocations  we  arc  not  utterly  confumed,  and  given  over  a  prey  to  our 
enemies.  We  confcfs  with  forrow  and  confufion  our  long  unfruitful nefs  under  the 
means  of  grace,  and  light  of  thy  Gofpel,  and  the  many  wonderful  deliverances  of 
our  Church  and  Civil  Conftitution,  which  thou  in  thy  great  goodnefs  haft  vouch- 
fafeduntous.  Shouldeft  thou,  O  Lord,  enter  into  judgment  with  us  for  the 
crying  fins  that  abound  among  us,  our  profancnefs  and  infidelity,  our  herefiesand 
fchifms,  our  grofs  impurities,  our  lukewarmnefs  in  thy  caufe  and  ncgledtofthy 
ordinances,  and  other  manifold  offences,  thou  mighteft  juflly  inflift  upon  us  the 
fevcrity  of  thy  wrath,  and  deliver  us  up  to  the  infutts  of  our  qrucl  enemies :  But 
there  is  mercy  with  Thee,  therefore  (halt  thou  be  feared.  Thou  art  the  Lord 
God  tender  and  full  of  compaflion }  not  willing  that  any  ftbuld  perifh^  but  that 
all  ftiould  repent  and  be  faved.

Blessed  LORD,  wlio  at  fundry  times  and  divers  manners  hail  manifeftcd  thinfc 
abundant  mercy  to  our  Church  and  Nation,  in  thy  marvellous  proteftion  of  our 
religion,  laws,  and  liberties,   from  the  fecret  attempts  and  open  confpiracics  ot 
malicious  enemies ;  We,  adoring  thy  gloripps  Ma^cfty  ;^»th  all  prf  c  and  thankl- 
civing  for  the  fame,  do  moft   humbly  and   earneftly  bfcfcefch   Thee  to  prcfcrvc 
evermore  in  our  minds  fuch  a  lively  remeit»braincc  and  grj^tefvil  fenfe  of  theic 
invaluable  bleflings,  that  by  our  exemplary  and  religious  ufc  oi  them,  and  happy 
improvements  under  them,  to  thy  honour  and  fervice,  thou  mayeff  be  jilcafcd  to 
grant  a  continuance  of  them  to  us,   and  to  our  pofterity.     Take  away  irom  us, 
O  Lord,  till  hardncfs  of  heart,  all  ncgledt  of  thy  ordinances,  and  contempt  of  ihy 
word  ;  and  endtie  us  with   a  fpirit  of  piety    and  devotion,   a  fpirit  of  jufticc  and 
temperance,  of  humility  and  charity,   and  of  all  other  graces  which  adorn  the 
Chriftian  profeflion  ;  that  fo  thy  dreadful  difpleafure    and  judgments  may  t  er  be 
averted  from  us,  and  iniquity  not  become  our  ruin.     Be  thou  pica-fed  alfo  With 
thine  efpecial  favour  to  guard  and  profper  our  gj-acious  Sovereign  Kmg  George, 
with  all  the  Royal  family.
